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Continuation of 10. Other: The Amendment has been entered because it materially reduces or simplifies the issues for appeal. Claims 
33-35 and 37-44 have been canceled. Only claims 23-32 remain pending in the application. 

The applicant's arguments with respect to claims 23-32 have been considered by the examiner, but the examiner believes the cited 
references to reasonably and properly meet all the limitations of the claimed invention. The applicant's primary argument is that U.S. 
Patent No. 6,425,695 to Murata et al. does not disclose all the limitations of the claimed invention. Specifically the applicant argues that 
the Murata et al. reference does not disclose "bi-directional communication". The examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. 
Murata et al. clearly discloses that light is both emitted from or admitted to the optical elements within the optical modules disclosed by 
Murata et al. This transmitting and receiving of light to and from the optical elements disclosed by Murata et al, clearly meets the 
limitation of "bi-directional communication" Seethe portions of the specification related to Fig. 1, Fig. 9 and claim 12. 
All of the applicant's other arguments stand or fall on the issue of wether the Murata et al. reference does or does not disclose "bi- 
directional communication". The examiner believes that Murata et al. reference clearly discloses optical modules having "bi-directional 
communication" capabilities. . 
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
